One Thing at a Time. 


U is lo be hoped that Ihc League of Nations will nol be 


over-loaded by having shouldered upon il responsibility for 
regulating all Ihe affairs of life in all quarters of the earth. The 
formation of (he League sprung from the idea that a grcal 
central body was necessary to deal with large questions af- 
fecting. Ihe nations of the world, and it was not the original 
intention to make it a big labor union or anything of the sort. 
But as the work proceeds one interest after another is lugging 
in its isms and there is danger that unless lliis tendency is 
checked or turned down entirely the result will be a mass 
of detail thai will baffle Ihe best powers of the nations com- 
bined. 


Already the British proposal on international labor legisla- 


tion has been adopted. 
This covers a wide field, including 


uniformity of the rights of workmen employed abroad; pre- 
vention of unemployment through orders for public works; 
relief of the unemployed through a system of registration, and 
various other features, including "the regulation of working 


. hours in each state (country) with an international slaaulard 


as the minimum."

taking. 
Differences in conditions in the diflercnl countries i 


and particularly between all European countries and Ihej 


United States—arc such lhat it would be next to impossible 
to establish a uniform basis for workers that would be prac- 
ticable and satisfactory, and it is to be feared that if anything 
of the kind is attempted the door will be opened lo endless 
confusion and widespread dissatisfaction. 


It was not for lliis sort of thing that the League of Nations 


was proposed. 
It was designed to deal with large matters of 


international concern. 


Matters to come before Mils board would Include 
uniform 


crop reporting, equality of pay-and other condilions for Ihc 
farmer as compared with workers in other occupations, col- 
lective bargaining through organizations," and other questions 
of interest to the farmers, but which lo the casual observer 
would appear to be none of the business of the League of 


VhTformalion of the League for the purpose originally in- 


tended is an ambitions undertaking al best, and the work 
should not be smothered under a mass of detail calling for he 
regulation of all human affairs in all lands. It should lie Ihe 
business of the League to deal with slricliy international ques- 
iions and leave the people of the different countries to manage 
Iliclr internal affairs in their own way. 
If there is an attempt 


to regulate farming matters, labor matters and such other 
matters as certain bodies may think should come under its 
jurisdiction the outcome is liable to be disappointing and un- 
satisfactory to all concerned. 


This is a good time lo bear in mind Ihe wisdom ol doing one 


thing a I a time.
